DETAILS OF THE EXECUTION. 


A dispatch from Paris of the evening of the 
th of January, affords the following partie 
ulars of the last ecene in tbe life of the maur- 
derer of the Kinck family: 

The execution of Treapmann took place 
this morning gn the Place de la Roquette, iu 
presence of a considerable crowd, the greatest 
number of whom had passed the night ov the 
ground. The various portions of the guillo- 
tine arrived in a wng vehicle about two 
o'clock in the morning, and nearly three 
bours were occupied in setting up the dread- 
ful machine. The spectators consisted of the 
very lowest class, and spent all the early part 
of the night in drinking, eating, singing, and 
sometimes even quarreling. 1 cordon 
of troops was arranged round the Place to 
keep the central place clear. When the guil- 
joue had been erected the noise of the crowd 
somewhat ceased, and their geveral conduct 
then presented nothing to reprebend. At last 
the executioner, M. Heindeindrech, a 
powertul man, dressed in black. fifty-cight 
years of age, with white hair, ascended the 
steps of the machine, and cxamined minutely 
every part, in order that all might act freely 
at the supreme moment.

That period of time 
was, bowever, of short duration, as the pris- 
over was rapidly aided, or rather carried, 
the steps of the seaflold, the chaplain accom- 
panying him to the last.
